tions. What with several bad 
Winters, streets generally have be- 


come more worn and dangerous’ 


than ordinarily they would have, 
he said. 

White said also he will intro- 
duce plans today for the widen- 
ing of Peachtree street between 
Eleventh and Twelfth streets on 
the west side. Property owners 
will donate nine feet for widen- 
ing if the city will-set back the 
curbs and whiteway lamps, and 
the county provide labor and ma- 
terials for the ‘additional pave- 
ment, he said.

A TASK JUST BEGUN 

There is general satisfaction with the peace 
declaration finally obtained at Lima, despite 
the expressed regret of at least one nation that 
it is not strong enough for the circumstances 
that gave cause for its drafting. It may, in time 
to come, be turned against the United States 
should Latin American nations extend the prin- 
ciples of expropriation, but for the present, at 
least, it must be regarded as advantageous in 
its Lima form. 

Now that the declaration has been obtained, 
however, and the conference closed on a note 
of co-operation, it cannot be thought that the 
work of the United States in extending and 
maintaining freedom of institutions in the 
Western Hemisphere is done. It has, to the con- 
trary, only been started. 

There will remain the concentrated machi- 
nations of the totalitarian nations against es- 
tablished authority in these states, with the 
hope of installing in power regimes friendly to 
European countries. The only hope that this im- 
pact will not be overwhelming is development 
of the lands to the south in the democratic 
spirit, and the further education of their peo- 
ples to the ideals of liberty. 

The role of the United States will rest in 
greater co-operation, in the lending of technical 
and educational assistance, and in the promo- 
tion of wider intercourse between the peoples. 
Peace and development of markets can only 
flourish in deeper understanding and sympa- 
thetic assistance. 

There is, for example, the question of lend- 
Ing. It is all well and good for the United States 
to provide development funds for Latin Amer- 
ica, yet the fact that 70 per cent of their se- 
curities owned by private investors in this coun- 
try are in default would preclude further loans 
without some assurance of repayment. 

Washington experts who have studied the 
conditions advocate the lending of financial 
advisors to the various countries to prowide 
stronger central bank facilities. These banks 
would operate to improve internal credit con- 
ditions and help stabilize foreign exchange. 
With adequate machinery to assure conserva- 
tion of currency and exchange reserves, these 
countries could obtain, by purchase or loan, 
enough gold from the United States to improve 
their monetary position. This in turn would 
operate to free their unwieldy currency ex- 
change systems, which make it difficult for a 
Latin American businessman to get dollars to 
pay for United States merchandise. Then, too, 
the loans must be geared to the ability to pay, 
and the ability to pay rests largely in the sum 
of purchases made in the United States, par- 
ticularly under present world trade conditions. 

On the other hand, the American business- 
man must learn the technique of selling and 
the market appeal in these countries, both of 
which differ widely from those of the United 
States and other nations that have developed 
a more or less cosmopolitan trade viewpoint. 

The groundwork has been laid, but the de- 
sign of the completed structure rests in exten- 
sion of the task of the American delegates to 
the Lima conference. 


TO REMOVE A MENACE 


The Georgia Junior Chamber of Commerce 
has announced it will seek passage, at the com- 
ing session of the state legisiature. of a law 
prohibjting live stock to roam the public high- 
ways. It is not, the Jaycees assert, a fence- 
law bill. 

If such a bill can be made into law, and 
properly enforced afterwards, it would remove 
from the roads of Georgia one of their most 
deadly menaces. There are no records as to the 
rumber of automobiles which have been wreck- 
ed by striking cow or hog or mule upon the 
highway, either by day or by night. Many in- 
nocent motorists, though, have given up their 
lives in agony just because the owner of some 
four-footed piece of property considers the pub- 
lic highway a proper place for grazing. 

It is not conceivable that enforcement of 
such a law would work any serious hardship, 
either on the livestock or its owners. Cattle 
roaming on the highways are nothing but a 
relic of the days when oxcarts and horse-drawn 
coaches were the vehicles in universal use. It 
is an abSurdity that conditions of that olden age 
should hang over into the modern era of auto- 
motive travel. 

If there is loss involved in the enforcement 
of the proposed law, however; there could be 


. 


little objection to the appropriation of the com- 
paratively small sum needed to offset this, from 
the gasoline tax revenues. Certainly it would 
be using the money for the direct benefit of 
the users of«the highways, which is the text of 
all preachments of automobile organizations 
and others who have fought against diversion 
of such funds for other than highway purposes. 

Also it should be remembered the auto- 
mobile is now so universally used that any tax 
moneys collected because of its operation in the 
State are, to all intents and purposes, collected 
from all citizens. The gasoline and other auto- 
mobile taxes are as general in application as 
any impost. There can no longer be logical ob- 
jection to general use of the revenue. 


THIS ISN’T COLD! 
“The north winds shall blow 
And we shall have snow, 
And what will poor robin do then, poor 
thing?” 

Thermometers in Atlanta fell to 20 degrees 
above zero, in the early hours of Wednesday 
morning. The weather was, therefore, hailed 
as the worst cold of the winter. The weather 
reporter wrote harrowing details of the cold 
wave, of wintry blasts, icy streets and suffering 
humanity. 

Well and good. But was it really cold, in 
Atlanta, this week? Do people actually believe 
that a mere 20 above, is cold? They should 
glance at the front pages of their favorite 
newspaper and read of sub-zero terrperature 
readings, of 40-below and 60-mile gales, of peo- 
ple dying of exposure to the biting cold. 

They should think of snow piled in ten-foot 
deep drifts, of fingers and ears and noses glis- 
tening white with frost, of feet like numb clods 
of ice and of families held by the stern hand 
of real winter within houses barricaded by 
double doors and windows. 

There is no cold in Atlanta, comparatively 
speaking. There are many regions in this coun- 
try where a temperature reading of 20 above 
zero means the return of spring, where a day 
troubled only by an invigorating breeze, with 
sunshine painting the buildings with gold, is a 
blessed relief. 

Of all times in the year there is none like a 
typical December day in this city—even if it is 
the “worst cold wave of the winter’—for justi- 
fiable rejoicing that we of Atlanta find our life 
cast in so pleasant a place—at least, meteorolog- 
ically speaking. 

CHANGING THE CALENDAR 

Astronomers have been advocating reform 
of the calendar for generations. The most pop- 
ular plan, the one backed by the Journal of 
Calendar Reform, would divide the year into 
four “exact” quarters consisting of one 3l-day 
month and two 30-day months, or 13 weeks, or 
91 days. Its chief advantage would be its per- 
petual, never changing, aspect. Every year 
wouid be the same, every quarter identical, 
every important date, every holiday would be 
fixed and fall on the same day year after year. 

The calendar now in general use was !n- 
stituted by Pope Gregory XIII in 1582 and is 
known as the Gregorian calendar. It is simply 
a modification of the Julian calendar, devised 
by the ancient astronomers and introduced by 
Julius Caesar. The length of the day, as set 
forth in this calendar, is measured by the rota- 
tion of the earth with reference to the sun— 
measured in such a way as to make all davs of 
equal length. 

Another interval of time, however, with 
which the inhabitants of the earth are con- 
cerned, is the “tropical” year. It determines 
the return of the seasons. Its length is 365.24219 
days. Due to the approximate one-fourth day 
“left over” each year, it is necessary to add an 
extra day every four years to keep the record 
straight. Hence, the 29th of February in leap 
years. 

It was on December 25, of particular interest 
at the present season of the year to calendar 
reform hobbyists, that one of the most im- 
portant festivals of prehistoric man was held. 
In the northern hemisphere, as the days grew 
shorter and the nights longer with the approach 
of mid-December, the then benighted people 
felt impelled to do something about it. Great 
bonfires were lighted to give strength and en- 
couragement to the ever-weakening sun, to heip 
bring it back to “normal” radiancy. Such ef- 
forts, of course, never failed since the sun al- 
Ways responded to the treatment, always re- 
turned on schedule in all its brilliance. This 
encouraged the building of bigger and better 
bonfires during the dark December nights. 

A universal change in the calendar, however, 
would have to have the approval of all nations 
as Well as all religious bodies. If scientists can 
devise one to fit the vagaries of human desires 
and religious beliefs the world over, then they 
will have accomplished a miracle. In any event, 
& day, to the man in the street, would doubtless 
continue to be the same old 24 hours—the in- 
terval between the time he goes to work one 
day and the time he starts out the next. 


Editorial of the Day 


GOOD NEWS 
(From The Baltimore Sun.) 

One of the most hopeful announcements about 
the railroads in recent months was made yester- 
day by Daniel Willard, president, after a meeting 
of the directors of the Baltimore &-.Ohio railroad 
in New York. 

For what he said was that the plans recently 
put forward with the approval of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission for reducing the fixed 
charges of the B. & O. from $31,421,742 to $19,- 
$44,679 a year have met with a favorable response 
from some 55 per cent of the security holders 
affected. While a great many bondholders re- 
main to be heard from, the responses have been 
so uniformly favorable to date that it has been 
decided that servicing of the B. & O. debt on and 
after January 1 will be in acordance with the 
terms of the new plan. It was not so stated, but 
the nature of Mr. Willard’s announcement points 
to the conclusion that when all returns from those 
affected by the plan are heard from, there will 
be a majority in its favor more than sufficient to 
permit the effecting of a binding arrangement 
through the courts, if that is found necessary. 

Such an outlook is important not only for the 
B. & O., but also for the carriers as a whole. Fo 
while it is clear that general remedies for the ills 
from which the railroads suffer must be applied 
by congress in the form of legislation, it is equally 
clear that particular remedies for difficulties such 
as confront the B. & O. and not a few lines simi- 
larly circumstanced must come largely through 
the action of the individual carriers themselves. 
The favorable response to the B. & O.’s proposals 
for reducing fixed charges by putting a part of 
the annual interest bill on a contingent basis indi- 
cates that the way is open for action by the in- 
dividual carriers when necessary. It suggests that 
holders of railroad bonds are aware of the advan- 
tages of financial reorganization by voluntary 
action rather than by long and costly receiver- 
ships in the courts, 


| THE CAPITAL PARADE

SPENDING AGAIN ISSUE WASHINGTON, Dec. 28.— Some 


weeks ago, the President ordered 
an immense cut in WPA enrollment. While the order was modi- 
fied, the post-election dismissals from WPA are remarkably drastic. 
Then there has been a row over heavy public works appropriations 
in the new budget. In the belief that the Treasury has prevented 
more spending of the PWA type, the economizers are jubilant. 
Meanwhile, the administration spenders are exceedingly glum and 
uneasy. 

Altogether, there are striking signs of the approach of another 
spending crisis like that of last winter. The question at issue, of 
course, will be one of- degree only, for the new budget is going to 
be large. The controversy will be between men who want to spend 
lavishly, and the moderate fellows, like the Treasury officials, who 
don’t oppose spending, but wish to confine it to the narrowest limits. 


IN THE INNER CHAMBERS Under the circumstances, there 


is very special interest in a little 
volume entitled “An Economic Program for American Democracy,” 
recently published by seven left-wing Harvard and Tufts econo- 
mists. This 91-page pamphlet has had an extraordinary impact on 
the New Deal-spenders. Chairman Marriner S. Eccles, of the Fed- 
eral Reserve Board, is said to be deeply interested in it. It has 
caused other leading spenders to junk the old “compensatory” 
theory. Its prescriptions for Utopia are being read and quoted 
eagerly in the inner chambers of the administration, 

The little volume carries the spenders’ thinking to its logical 
conclusion. At the start, unbalanced budgets were excused on the 
grounds that the destitute must be fed and private enterprise must 
he “stimulated.” Then temporarily unbalanced budgets were posi- 


tively advocated, in the doctrine of “compensatory spending,” by 


which the government is supposed to be lavish with cash in bad 
times, and to balance its books and pay off its debts when the 
national income rises. And now the Harvard and Tufts economists 
have delighted the New Deal spenders by suggesting that it’s a 
grave error to balance the budget at all. 


SPEND AND SPEND In effect, the Harvard and Tufts think 


ers want to transform the national econ- 
omy into a sort of perpetual motion machine. They go one better 
than poor old Professor Irving Fisher, who mentioned a.“perma- 
netly high plateau” back in 1929. They think in terms of a per- 
manently rising plateau. y 

The key to their theory is the belief that a capitalist economy. 
must continue to expand in order to survive at all. Among the 
adepts of the mysteries of economics, it’s a widely held notion that 
capitalism cannot stand still. It must either produce more and more 
of everything, as it did up to 1929, or less and less, as it did be- 
tween 1929 and 1933. But the Harvard and Tufts thinkers also 
believe that private enterprise is no longer capable of making capi- 
talism produce more and more. They say the government must do 
it. And they defend their argument by pointing to the 1937 slump, 
when “the government began to withdraw from: its active role of 
distributor, and purchasing power,” and “the economic system went 
into another tailspin.” 

Therefore, they offer unbalanced budgets as a long-term na- 
tional policy. They would step up the spending machinery at once, 
gradually concentrating the major expenditures in heavy public 
works. They point out all sorts of “investments” the government 
can make, and all sorts of additional social services it should under- 
take. They state that government spending creates wealth, at- 
tributing the rise of national income from 1933 to 1937 soley to the 
spending in that period. They say: 

“If the policies advocated here are steadfastly pursued, the na~ 
tional income can reasonably be expected to rise at a sustained

shot was fired from American 
soil at a German ship in the late World War. 

There was a shot fired—just one—and it caused the surrender 
of the ship even though the gun exploded and the shell it fired never 
reached the ship. 

The Puerto Ricans still chuckle about it and if you visit them 
and climb on the thick walls of the old fort which guards the 
harbor, they will show you the site of the old gun. It was a hold- 
over from the Spanish-American War. When the United States 
took Puerto Rico and freed its inhabitants from a rule which was 
as cruel as that imposed on the minorities in Germany and even 
more negligent as to health, the old fort was left fitted with the 
guns of that period. 


There the fort remained, invulnerable in the old days when the 
solid, round cannon balls would bounce off its walls. 


Came the World War. The day the United States entered, there 
was a German ship in the harbor. It was called upon to surrender. 
There were no United States ships of war there to give chase. There 
was only the regiment of Puerto Ricans officered by Puerto Ricans 
and officers from West Point. 


The ship hoisted the anchor and prepared to steam. Up on 
top of the fort one of the old guns was filled with powder and a 
shell rammed in. The fuse was touched off and all hands ran for 
cover. 

. The gun fired but exploded, injuring a few men. The soldiers 
watched the German ship. They were puzzled to see its forward 
progress halt.

MORE PLANE BASES NEEDED Additional plane bases are 

required. No one seriously 
can deny it. Alaska, Puerto Rico, Panama, New England and the 
Aleutian islands all are advanced as possible sites. 

The President has indicated he will ask congress for appropria- 
tions to build at least 10,000 planes. The War Department some 
time ago indicated that 6,000 planes were adequate for national de- 
fense. It is doubtful if they contemplated the bases now proposed. 

It is perfectly clear the United States must strengthen its arma- 
ments. The public generally believes this necessary. Probably most 
of congress believes it. A recent official survey, permitted by the 
government, was portrayed in a weekly magazine. It revealed the 
really surprisingly inadequate equipment of the army. The navy 
and air force are as badly off. 

It is true that a million men would spring to arms in this coun- ¢ 
try in time of emergency; but it also is true they would not-all have ‘ 
modern rifles and equipment. War materials cannot be manufac- 
tured within a year or even two. When one considers that South 
and Central America offer potential bases for foreign nations; that 
most of the air forces of South America are German; that the Lima 
conference is a sort of straw in the wind; that the so-called Peace 
of Munich has implications which cannot be ignored—then one must 
admit that not only is it reasonable for this country to increase its 
armaments but that it is imperative, 


GEORGIA TECH’S PART Vocational education is to receive 
unexpected help from the proposed 


program. The government will turn to the vocational schools and 
ask them to train thousands of airplane mechanics. 


This means the schools will receive extra equipment and, eventu- 
ally, extra financial help from the government. Vocational educae- 
tion, which must supply the answer to many of the nation’s eco- 
nomic problems, is being turned to by the government in its plans 
to strengthen the nation’s defenses. 


Georgia Tech, already in possession of one of the Guggenheim 
schools of aeronautics, will be called upon to help train pilots. This 
will mean the augmenting of the R. O. T. C. units there with per- 
sonnel and with funds. Georgia Tech also has a vocational depart- 
ment. 

It is a tremendous program. What congress will do with it re- 
mains to be seen. It is almost assured congress will adopt a pro- 
gram calling for a real increase in armaments. 

There are signs that perhaps some of the rulers across the sea 
are just waiting for April. They don’t start wars in winter. None 
of them really wants war but the dictators can’t quit.

Man May Work For Pride or 
Profit, But the Reward He 
Asks Is at Home

“Get your happiness out of your work,” said Stevenson, “or you 
never will know what happiness is.” 

Like other half-truths, this one has long been. accepted as a 
gem of wisdom; yet Stevenson himself got his happiness from an- 
other source. There is in all literature no finer tribute than his 
description of his wife. 

“Trusty, dusky, vivid, true,” it begins, and finishes with the lines: 

“Teacher tender, comrade wife, 
“A fellow-farer true through life, 
“Heart-whole and soul free 

“The august Father gave to me.” 

It is true that work provides pleasure and pride and content- 
ment and a deep satisfaction. The builder, the gardener and the 
craftsmen rejoice in their skill and accomplishment; and work may 
increase their happiness or serve as a compensation for loss or 
anodyne for grief; but those fortunate ones who have the capacity 
for true happiness must obtain it from a more elemental and more 
natural source, as Stevenson did. 

An unknown and rather cynical philosopher of the second cen- 
tury, whose work is called Ecclesiastes, tells the story in few words: 
“Live joyfully with the wife whom thou lovest all the days of the 
life of thy vanity, which he hath given thee under the sun, for 
that is thy portion in life, and in thy labor.” 

Comradeship between men is a rare and precious privilege, but 
men have other interests to share their loyalty. A mother’s love, 
like that of a sistér or a child, is shared with others. Only the love 
of a wife, or the love of a man for his mate, is heart-whole and 
complete. 

It is friendship made perfect—a comradeship without doubts or 
secrets or dissimulation or self-interest. It is complete trust and 
faith and understanding and oneness. 

The late great Edison and his wife shared a secret that was 
typical of happy comradeship. Both knew the Morse code, and 
when they sat together in public, each placed a hand on the other’s 
knee and tapped out private comments. Others, across the room 
from one another, convey a message and share a joke by means of 
a smile or a wink. Only comrades do that. 

’ Never to know such comradeship is never to know happiness; 
to have it and lose it and find no other is to live in a world of 
ashes and go heart-hungry to the end. 

In a world where many are mismated and secretly hungering, 
the fortunate man is not the one who has wealth and fame, but 


the one who goes home to a comrade’s welcoming love.

Of Spreading Tendency To Centralized Government

Paragraph 16 of Section 7 of Ar- 
ticle 3 of the constitution relating 
to the passage of local and special 
bills and the substitution in lieu 
of it the following: 

“No local, or general bills with 
local application, shall be intro- 
duced into the general assembly, 
but the general assembly shall by 
general law prescribe how such 
local, or general bills with local 
application, shall be handled in. 
for or by the several municipali- 
ties and counties of this state. 

“The Burgin bill contains two 
of the cardinal principles of home 
rule in that it forbids the enact- 
ment of local or special laws, and 
it commands the general assembly 
to provide for the government of 
counties anid municipalities by 
general laws. 


Objections to Bill. 


The objection to the Burgin bill 
from a home rule standpoint is 
'the authority given to the general 
'assembly to prescribe how local 
legislation shall be hand’ed ‘in, for 
or by the several municipalities 
and counties of this state.’ 

“This proviso makes home rule 
possible, but it does not insure it. 
The general assembly would have 
the authority by the terms of the 
'bill to grant the power of enact- 
ing local legislation such as the 
'framing, adoption and amendment 
of charters to the people of the 
cities and counties, but it is not 
required to do so, 

“The general assembly might 
lodge the power of.handling such 
matters in the county delegations, 
in the governing bodies of the cit- 
ies and counties, or in a legislative 
committee appointed for that pur- 
pose. In any one of such contin- 
gencies it is clear that home rule 
would not exist. We are, there- 
fore, compelled to say that as a 
home rule measure the Burgin bill 
' is deficient in that it does not offer 
'a constitutional definition of the

Judge Dillon in his commenta- 
ries on the law of municipal cor- 
porations has defined the purposes 
of county government as follows: 

“A county organization is creat- 
ed almost exclusively with a view 
to the policy of the state at large, 
for the purposes of political or- 
ganization and civil administration 
in matters of finance, of educa- 
tion, of provision for the poor, of 
military organization, of the means 
of ‘travel and transport, and espe- 
cially for the general administra- 
tion of justice. With scarcely an 
exception all the powers and func- 
tions of the county organization 
have a direct and exclusive refer- 
ence to the general policy of the 
state and are, in fact, but a branch 
of the general administration of 
that policy.” 

Naturally, in view of the pur- 
poses of county organization, and 
the absence of the individuality of 
a municipal corporation, the coun- 
ty’s powers of local self-govern- 
ment could not in all cases be ex- 
pected to be as broad as those 
granted to a municipality. But 
notwithstanding the county’s in- 
separable relationship to the state, 
it is practicable to endow it with 
important powers of local self- 
government. In the several states 
where .county home rule now 
exists, this is done by conferring 
upon the people of the county the 
power to frame and adopt a char- 
ter for the county government, to- 
gether with the authority to ex- 
ercise locally the state’s police 
power, so as not to conflict with 
general laws. County home rule 
is the logical outgrowth of the 
successful application of the prin- 
ciples of local self-government by 
municipalities, 

Two Principles. 


Any home rule proposal should 
contemplate. two fundamental 
principles in order to insure its 
success, 

First that the powers to be ex- 
ercised by the community should 
be constitutionally defined. 

Secondly, that the powers grant- 
ed should be self-executing, that 
is, that the inhabitants of the com- 
munity shall be given the power to 
initiate and adopt themselves the 


i'changes that they desire made in 


their local government structure. 

It is not enough that some dis- 
tant central body initiate local re- 
forms, as is now done by the gen- 
eral assembly, even though some 
of them may be submitted to the 
people of the community for ap- 
proval. 

Following these principles, the 
people of Ohio in 1933 by the 
adoption of a_ constitutional 
amendment, gave to the inhabi- 
tants of all counties in the state 
the authority, upon their own in- 
itiative, to elect a commission to 
frame a county charter, to be sub- 
mitted to a vote of the people for 
their approval before it goes into 
effect. Every such charter shall 
provide the form of government of 
the county and shall provide for 


‘the exercise of all powers vested 
|in, and the performance of all du- 
ties imposed upon, county govern- 


ments by law. 

Subject to approval by a ma- 
jority vote of those living in the 
county, in the municipalities af- 
fected, and in the county outside 
of municipalities, under this con- 


'stitutional provision, the charter 


may provide “for the concurrent 
or exclusive exercise by the coun-

WASHINGTON,—I have just seen a statement given out by 
the National League of Women Voters on the trend, which seems 
fairly well established, of women’s indifference to public affairs. In 
the course of 10 years, the actual number Of  wpcescu seg 
women in state legislatures has dropped from 149 
in 36 states to 129 in 28 states. This is an indi- 
cation of the fact that women, instead of taking 
a greater interest in public affairs, are taking less 
interest. 

In congress the number of women has dropped 
from nine to five. It is evidently not just an 
aversion to holding public office, but a general 
lack of interest on the part of women either ac- 
tively participating, or supporting women, who 
appear to be fitted for active participation. I 
deplore this and would like women in general to 
think about it, for it does mean that they are not 
bringing to bear all the influence they could in 
favor of such things as seem to them important 
in the life in their community. 

I have a feeling that it is more important for women to begin 
their interest in public affairs in their local communities. They can 
hold office there, or promote other women for office, so that in 
local communities the balance would be 50-50 between men and 
women, and the women’s point of view would be a vital part of 
every community decision. If this could be done, there would un- 
doubtedly be a gradual growth of interest which would spread to 
state and national affairs.

This morn- 
ing, my niece, Miss Eleanor Roosevelt, and her brother, Henry 
Roosevelt, have gone off sight-seeing with Miss Anne Grant and 
some other friends.

Major provisions of the proposed 
bill are: 

It becomes effective 60 days 
after passage by the assembly. 
and every employe who has been 
continuously on the county pay 
roll for six months prior to the 
date it is effective, automatically 
falls under its provisions. 

Five-Men Commission. 

; A special Civil service commis- 
sion composed of five members is 
to be established and a clerk 
named to have charge of the of- 
fice. Two members of the commis- 
sion are to be elected by voters of 
the county; two appointed by the 
Fulton county commission and a 
fifth named by the four. All mem- 
bers shall be eligible to reappoint- 
ment at the expiration of the term 
for which they. were designated.
